du cc 100 bu shels of corn on their i 
entire acerages in any av erage or 
better season in the fu tu re. 
The 33 who q u alified for 
mem- ; 
bership in 19 55 produ ced an av er- ; 
age of 134.3 bu shels of corn p e r 
acre on what they selected as their 
best fiv e acres. Nine of those mi n 
did better than that according 
to 


their reports. 
They sold or stored 
ov er 100 bu shels of corn per acre 
on their entire crops. These crops 
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ranged in size from 20 to 160 acres.

The lay ing hen of tomorrow will 
hav e a liv ability of 9 0 per cent 
from chick to the end of the lay ­ 
ing y ear and will produ ce a doz­ 
en white eggs on fou r pou nds of 
feed, Dr. Godfrey believ es. 


Scott Cou nty pou ltry produ cers 
can afford to produ ce and market 
clean eggs, say s Cou nty Agent 
Strou p. Eggs marketed u nder a 
q u ality egg bu y ing program are 
classed u nder grade if they are 
dirty . Clean eggs are a mu st for 
good retu rns from the 
pou ltry 
flock. 
Good produ ction practices need 
to be folio wed to redu ce the per­ 
centage of dirty eggs. There will 
be some dirty eggs with ev en 
the best produ ction practices be­ 
ing followed. Those that arc only 
slightly soiled may be cleaned by 
the u se of an abrasiv e (sand pa­ 
per, em ery cloth or steel wool). 
Denis LcGrand of Benton uses 
this method. Badly soiled eggs can 
be washed and will keep well af­ 
ter washing if properly done. 
Clean the eggs by soaking for 
abou t fiv e minu tes and washing 
in warm (100 degrees F ) water. 
The u se of a cleaning and sanitiz­ 
ing agent in the water is desir­ 
able and will aid in the cleaning 
process. The cleaning agents may 
be an odorless, soapless lau ndry 
detergent or egg washing deter­ 
gent sanitizer u sed at the rate of 
abou t one tablespoon per gallon 
of water. A good labor-sav ing de­ 
v ice is to wear a pair of canv as 
glov es when remov ing the eggs 
from the water and ru bbing them 
in the hands where it is neces­ 
sary to remov e additional dirt. A 
rinse is not needed for these eggs. 
If stains on eggs are a prob-

j lem, ihey m ay be remov ed by 
j rinsing in a warm solu tion con­ 
taining 0.5 percent sodiu m perbor­ 
ate. This is made by adding 1 ta­ 
blespoon of a bleaching agent to 
a gallon of water.

County can produce two to three 
tim es as m an y vegetables by ad ­ 
ding the proper kinds and am ounts 
of fertilizers to the soil, according 
to a report by E. B. Nace, Assis­ 
tant County Agent. 
G ardens require a higher ferti­ 
lity level than land for other crops 
because m ost vegetables a re shal­ 
low rooted and can use only t h e 
plant food in the upper few inches 
of the soil. 
It is important to get 
the fertility level up to the require­ 
ments for vegetables if high 
pro­ 
ductivity is desired. 
For 
good 
production, 
garden 
soils should be adequately supp­ 
lied 
with 
nitrogen, 
phosphorous 
and potash in the correct balance. 
Too m uch nitrogen and too little 
phosphorous m akes lots of stalks 
and vines but very little fruit such 
as peas, beans and tomatoes. 
The best way to find out w h a t 
your garden soil needs is to 
have 
a soil test m ade on the upper 6-8 
inches of the soil. 
The 
sam ple 
sample m ay be taken this winter 
and the garden fertilized properly 
before planting in the spring. Soils 
sam ples should be brought to 
the 
County Extension Office for test­ 
ing.

If winter breaking is planned, the 
fertilizer m a y be spread and plow­ 
ed under. 
This gets the plant food 
down deep where roots penetrate 
to get moisture.
